Dr. George F. Hall, ’’lb».* business 
man preacher,” who for the last liv e 
years has been pastor of the Bush 
Temple Independent Christian church 
in Chicago, without a salary, has plan­ 
ned a v ision that lie says will come 
true. A “$5,<H>0,000 temple,-’ compris­ 
ing church, univ ersity and dormitory 
departm ents, will be started the 1st of 
May, Dr. Hall says, ou a site border­ 
ing on Lincoln park. The plans hav e 
been drawn by two Chicago architects 
and are at Dr. Hall's office, says the 
Chicago Tribune. 
Dr. H all's worldly v ocation is presi­ 
dent of the Chicago-Texas Laud and 
Lumber company. He has liv ed in Chi­ 
cago the greater part of twenty-two 
years. The plans were recently made 
public by Dr Hall in an address lie- 
fore the Social Economics club. 
“My ultim ate desire is to establish a 
great church and to giv e young men 
and women who work that is, busi­ 
ness men and w o m en-adv antages of 
proper social, intellectual and religious 
surroundings,” he said. “Moral uplift 
in the slums Is almost Impossible. This 
Institution will not be a charity insti­ 
tution and will not deal in slum work. 
Nor will it be a profit sharing affair. 
A New York firm has agreed to take 
the entire amount of bonds, myself re­ 
taining a controlling interest.” 
The building is to be eighteen stories 
abov e ground, 
with 
four basement 
floors, and will occupy almost an eu- 
tire block. 
It will lie fireproof and 
faced with Wisconsin granite. 
Dr. 
Hall says be expects to dedicate the 
edifice Thanksgiv ing day. 1008. 
The building is to be div ided as fol 
lows: 
First 
floor-Bank, 
twenty 
miscel­ 
laneous stores, cafe, auditorium. 
Second to sixth floors. Inclusiv e— 
Hall univ ersity, with a capacity for 
15.000 students, planned greatly after 
the Carnegie institute, with medical, 
law and night schools Included. 
Floors sev en to sixteen—Dormitories 
that will accommodate 7,000 persons - 
3,500 rooms—to be rented for $2.50 and 
$8 a week. 
No m arried people will be 
housed 
Certain floors will be for wo 
men and others for men. 
Floor sev enteen--Dining room. 
Floor eighteen—Sleeping apartm ent 
for building employees. 
Basement 
floors—Gymnasium, ban­ 
quet hall that will seat 3,000, manual 
training school, kitchens, storage, heat 
and Ice plants and priv ate waterworks 
supplied by artesian wells. 
The auditorium will seat 12,000, with 
a choir loft for 600 and orchestra box 
for fifty persons. 
The immense pipe 
organ will cost $100.000. The dome of 
the auditorium will reach the sixth 
floor. 
The entire court here will be a 
roof garden. 
Theaters will not be 
countenanced, ibe establishm ent being 
conducted 
4>n strict religious princi­ 
ples, but there will be weekly enter­ 
tainm ents of musical and Intellectual 
nature. 
Dr. Hall will receiv e no salary fur­ 
ther than interest on his bouded in­ 
v estment. 
He will be a chancellor and 
will preach each Sunday. Card parties 
and dancing will not be permitted, but 
there will be twelv e lodge halls and 
numerous parlors for social div ersion. 
Floating abov e the building will be 
banners bearing church mottoes. 
Dr. Hall expects to do quite a mat 
rlmouia! business, although that fea­ 
ture will be encouraged only by mod­ 
est gatherings the social life will occn 
■ion. 
Dr. H all’s study will be on the 
second floor. 
After the twenty year 
bonds are paid off Dr. Hall says all 
profits of the concern will be used for 
church and mlssiou purposes. 
Dr. Hall has no fear but that the 
rooms will be occupied readily by de­ 
sirable young people. 
All details hav e 
been figured out to a fine degree. 
As 
to the population of Chicago, with 
which the institution will deal, Dr. 
Hall cited that in the city there are 
17.000 bookkeepers, 
30,000 stenogra­ 
phers, 5.000 musicians, besides innu­ 
merable clerks and counting house em­ 
ployees. 
“I hav e been at work on the under­ 
taking fo r many years,” said Dr. Hall 
“The ambition of my life Is to see It 
realized.”
